The Applicants, William M. Traut and Stanley J. Srcda, in suppon of a Petition to Make 
Special to advance out of turn fur examination or further action the above-identified Apphcalton, 
state: 

1 . T\\c invention maicrially enhances the quality of die environmOTt by contributing lo the 
restoration and muintenance of the basic litc-sustainiiig elements, /.c. air, water and soil. 



2, The invention is a vent for and metliod of concealing and venting a sL-piic sysicm. 

3. To Urn end, the inveation provides a leg configured to conceal a portion of, and convey 
gas from, a conduit configured to vent gas from a septic sysilwa Tlic invemion also provides a 
method of concealing the conduit including sizing the conduit, then mounting on the conduit a leg 
configured to convey gas from ihc cuuduil. 

4. The invention provides a vcnl and a mclhod for veniiug a septic system tliat releases 
decomposing gas to the almospherc and discourages debris from entering tlie septic system, which 
ensures proper fiinctioning thereof and safeguards the environment from contamination. 

5, The mvention provides for ensuring the venting of a septic system in a manner that 
complies with state regulatoiy schemes. 
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6. -fhe tavention provides for easy installaUon of a vent that conceals and vents a septic 
system. Coflsequeotly. evca if instafledby the most mcchanicaUy disinclined, the invention will 
accotnplish the inteiKted venting and protecting functions necessary to susUu.i deUcatc 
decomposition processes occurring, in the associated sqitic system. 

7. Thus, the invention enhances the quality of the environment by ensuring proper 
fiincUoning of a septic syjstein and preventing contamination of local air. water and soil.
